Steamer Admiral Dewey Collided 


With the Ml Desert 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The lives of 


more than 500 persons were Imperilled 
yesterday when the fruit steamer Ad- 
miral Dewey, inward bound from Ja- 
maica, ran Into the steamer Mount 
Desert, outward bound from Bay Ridge 
for the fishing banks. 
The Admiral 


Dewey, coming suddenly out of a fog 
bank, struck the Mount Desert almost 
amidships, opening a gap In the fishing 
vessel which extended from the upper 
decks to the water's edge. There were 
4oO passengers, Including 20 women 
and six children on the Mount'Desert, 
and the Admiral Dewey carried 45 pas' 
sengers, nearly all of whom were pos- 
tal 
clerks returning from a trip to 


Kingstown, Jamaica. There were also 
the crews of the two steamers. 


Panic immediately .followed the col- 


lision, and It was due to Capt. David- 
son of tho Admiral Dewey, that a ca- 
tastrophe was averted, for the passen- 
gers on the fishing steamer began pil- 
ing over t,he guard rails of that vessel 
and jumped to the deck of the Admiral 
Dewey. 
Had he backed his steamer 


away, they would have fallen Into the 
water. 


Capt. Davidson signaled the engine 


•room to keep the steamer moving slow- 
ly ahead and this kept the sharp prow 
of the steamer in the rent that had 
been made and afforded safety for the 
frightened passengers of the Mount 
Pesert, 


Thus the two steamers moved slowly 


toward the east bank of the lower bay, 
while a wild scene was occurring on 
the decks. It was believed the Mount 
Desert woulil sink and the passengers 
fought frantically to got to the deck 
of the Admiral Dewey.

stood at the prow of the Admiral Dew- 
ey and pulled-.the men and women to 
safety as they, swarmed on the deck. 


In a brief 15 minutes fully 350 of 


the passengers of the 
Mount Desert 
reached the deck of. the Admiral Dew- 
ey. By this time the Admiral Dewey 
had pushed the Mount Desert close to 
the east bank, The former drew more 
water and Capt. Davidson discovered 
that his steamer was striking bottom. 


Nearly all the passengers 
of 
the 


Mount Desert had 
been 
transferred, 


and the panlo was subsiding, so Capt. 
DavidsoS signaled to the engines to 
stop and a few minutes later the boats 
drifted apart. 


Wrecking tugs and other boats had 


been dispatched to the scene as soon 
as word of the accident reached Quar- 
antine and then New York. The Mount 
Desert was taken In tow, but 
later 


went under her own steam to South 
Brooklyn, where she decked to permit 
the rest of the passengers to go ashore. 
She then-went to the Morse drydock 
for repairs.

Meantime, the Admiral Dewey pro- 


ceeded through the Narrows and lip 
the river to her pier, where the passen- 
gers, including those from the Mount 
Desert, were landed.

Tang Shao Yl, a 
powerful figure In the affairs of the 
Chinese empire, arrived In San Hran- 
Cisco yesterday on the steamer Mon- 
golia. With him was Prince Tsal Fu, 
a member of the royal family, ant] a 
large retinue. 


Thrice in. the history of the Chinese 


nation has there arisen occasion for 
>tne appointment of such a commission 
as was domiciled last night in 
the 


Fairmont hotel and never has a for- 
eign power been so strongly represented 
through diplomatic channels during a 
crisis of world-wide Importance. 
In 


ms honor the Dragon flaglllew yester- 
day from the mastheads ot a.^ score of 
vessels in the bay, guns mounted on the 
harbor front boomed out a salute and 
thousands of his countrymen thronged 
the wharf where his escort landed. 


Not until the Mongolia dropped an- 


chor In the harbor did Tang Shao Yl 
and his staff learn that the dowager- 
empress of China W»B dead. In Hono- 
lulu the cable brought the news of the 
emperor's death but 
said 
nothing 


about .the. Illness that- threatened- the 
end of dowager-empress' 
remarkable 
career. It was only when Hsu King 
Chon, consul-general at San Francis- 
co, boarded tho steamer with a score 
ot cable dispatches from the Far East 
that the distinguished visitor was ac- 
quainted with the full extent ot the 
changes that had occurred since his 
departure. Even the habitual Oriental 
reserve did not suffice to conceal his 
perturbation, and while dignitaries . of 
the state and the federal government 
awaited, his attention, he scanned mes- 
sago and message, 'apparently uncon- 
scious of their presence. 
In 
accord- 


ance with the edict of mourning, his 
entire party will remain secluded dur- 
ing its stay ot three days in this vicin- 
ity and the local Chinese colony's ar- 
rangements for costly banquets and

embassy will be fulfilled and

Accompanying the high com- 
missioner is Prince Tsui Fu. 21 years 
old, a member of the royal family a 
cousin of the late emperor and himself, 
the most aristocratic representative, of 
his race to set foot on foreign soil. 
Tang Shao Yl saiil: 
"If matters of grave importance are 


to be decided I shall doubtless partici- 
pate in the deliberations. During my 
stay in this country I 
outrank 
tho 


Chinese minister, and some 
matters 


will probably be referred to me for 
consideration. 


"We look for a continuance of the 


policy that has prevailed 
In 
China 


during the past few years and wo look 
for no Important changes that will af- 
fo.ct China's relations with other coun- 
tries. The reports of riots ami dis- 
turbances in various parts of the em- 
pire have been exaggerated."

TO 
REVIVE 
APPRENTICE 
SYSTEM. 


At the meeting of the National Society for the Promotion of Industrial 


Education, in session at Atlanta, Ga., some valuable light is being shed upon 
the need of better facilities for technical instruction. 


Considerable attention was given to the need of reviving the apprentice 


feystem in factories. A Lynn man came out as a champion of establishing 
trade schools in factories. 
This can be accomplished by simply restoring 


the apprentice system and giving the apprentices some opportunity to study 
ihe related sciences in connection with the trades they have undrtaken to 
learn. These correlative studies can easily be pursued successfully outside 
the factories in night schools of other institutions. 


On all sides the opinion seems to prevail that the present system of 


instruction in elmeentary schools is unsuitable to young men who have to 
go out into the world and earn a living. 


The school curriculum is not sufficiently practical for the average hoy. 
There are at present few trade schools in which young men can learn 


trades. The pyttem of manual training in the high schools of Massachu- 
tetts is educational, not technical, and people who did hot at first perceive 
its use say it is a failure. It is not. It should be in the grammar schools 
rather than the high schools, however. 


The state of Mas=aclui=ctts is making some progress in the directiar 


of establishing trade schools and a trade college, hut it is going very slowlj 
and very cautiously in the matter. 


A great deal more could he accomplished by the revival of 
the 
np 


prentice system in factories than through any of 
the 
government 
tvadi 


school?. The factory would thus become in reality a school of trades. Tin 
time may come when thib matter may he the subject of legislation favorinc 
the apprentice i-yr-tc-m i» factories. If the state, expends money to eMnhl 
industrial or trade M-hools why would not money be equally well spent 
encouraging the apprentice system by which a vastly greater number 
boys could learn trades than would be possible through even a larpr 
her of industrial schools? 


This subject is coming to the front in a manner that demands auc- 


tion of all educators and of parents who are anxious for the welfare 
their children. The Massachusetts Industrial commission has 
prosonte 


some excellent ido.is on the subject and seme which it is to he hoped will 1 
ultimately embodied in lesrii'iaiion to facilitate the learning of Irades 
yotrag men and to icakc more practical ihe 
educational 
bvstem 
in o 


schools.

Harvard is here today battling with all 
the power within her men to add ona 
more shining bar' upon her athletic 
shield. 
Out on Yale Held more than 


35,000-people were massed to witness 
tho great struggle and that struggle Is 
expected to rank with tho best ever 
played in this country. Almost evenly 
divided In their allegiance to the teams 
these thousands of peoplo may bo ex- 
pected to cheer themselves into a state 
of frenzy of delight over tho battle for 


- the stake which has a value above 
price. 


The weather toda'yvwas ideal for the 


game. Frost lay like 
snow on tho 


straw thatch which has protected the 
gridiron within the quadrangle of bank- 
ed scats on Yale field but the morning 
sun caused this to quickly disappear 
and the moisture did not penetrato be- 
neatli.

Tang Shao Yi a 
powerful figure in tho affairs of 'the 
Chinese empire, arrived In San Fran- 
cisco yesterday on the steamer Mon- 
golia. With him was Prince Tsal Fu 
a member of the royal family, and a 
large retinue. 


Thrice In the history of the Chinese 


nation has there arisen occasion for 
the appointment of such a commission 
as was domiciled last night in 
the 


I'airmont hotel and never has a for- 
o gn power been so strongly represented 
through diplomatic channels during a 
crisis of world-wide Importance. 
In 


his honor the Dragon flag (lew yester- 
day from the mastheads of a score of 
vessels In the bay, guns mounted on the 
harbor front boomed out a salute and 
thousands of his countrymen thronged 
the wharf where his escort landed. 


.'*<ot until the Mongolia dropped an- 


chor in tho harbor did Tang Shao Yl 
and his staff learn that the dowager- 
empress of China was dead. In Hono- 
lulu the cable brought tho news of the 
emperor's death but 
said 
nothing 


about the Illness .that threatened 
the 


end of dowager-cm press' remarkable 
Armory -Ar -"^f-eer. It was only when Hsu Hlng 


*-hen, consul-general at San Francis- 
co, boarded the steamer with a score 
of cable dispatches from tho Far East 
that the distinguished visitor was ac- 
quainted with the full extent of the 
changes that had occurred since his 
departure. Even the habitual Oriental 
reserve did not suffice to conceal his 
perturbation, and while dignitaries of 
the state and the federal government 
awaited Jus attention, ho scanned mes- 
sage, and message, apparently uncon- 
scious of .their presence. In

ance with tho edict of mourning, his 
entire party will remain secluded dur- 
ing its stay of three days in this vicin-

A sentence to jail will do more good to stop reckless 
driving than a thousand fines. It is to be hoped other judges will follow the 
example of Judge Bishop. 


THE 
KAISER'S ERRATIC UTTERANCES. 


Soon after the kaiser had delivered himself of a pronunciamento of 


the very kind that he was forbidden to utter, he was effectually gagged by 
Chancellor Aron Beulow, who instead of allowing him to speak extemporane- 
ously handed him a printed speech which his majesty was obliged to read. 
It was prepared by the chancellor for the occasion, the centenary celebra- 
tion of the city of Berlin. 


The speech, it is needless to say, \vili cause no diplomatic sensations 


noi indignation at any foreign court. This is the direct result of the wild 
and unguarded interview given by the emperor to Dr. Hale, an American, 
for the Century Magazine and which after a radical revision was finally 
destroyed after it had been ready for the press. 


In the interview the emperor was reported to have said 
that 
King 


Edward had been humiliating him for two years, and that he would welcome 
a great European war by which it would be shown that Germany is the 
greatest nation in Europe. 


Coming as the deliberate utterance of the head of a great nation, this 


interview indicates that the emperor is wholly irresponsible at times, and it 
is no wonder at all that the chancellor and the other diplomats have a hard 
time keeping him under restraint. 


Dr. Hale repudiates the interview as published in a New York paper, 


but it is the usual custom with diplomats to deny point-blank every inter vie- 
or word uttered by them in confidence. Dr. Hale was appealed to for the 
suppression of the interview and has evidently consented.

TO REVIVE APPRENTICE SYSTEM. 


At the meeting of the National Society for the Promotion of Industrial 


Education, in session at Atlanta, Ga., some valuable light is being shed upon 
the need of better facilities for technical instruction. 


Considerable attention was given to the need of reviving the apprentice 


system in factories. A Lynn man came out as a champion of establishing 
trade schools in factories. 
This can be accomplished by simply restoring 


the apprentice system and giving the apprentices some opportunity to study 
the related sciences in connection with the trades they have undrtaken to 
learn. These correlative studies can easily be pursued successfully outside 
the factories in night schools of other institutions. 


On all sides the opinion seems to prevail that the present system of 


instruction in elmeentary schools is unsuitable to young men who have to 
go out into the world and earn a living. 


The school curriculum is not sufficiently practical for the average boy 
There are at present few trade schools in which young men can lenrn 


trades. The system of manual training in the high schools of Massachu- 
setts is educational, not tcchiiic.il, and people who did not at first perceive

If the slate expends money to establish 
industrial or trade schools why would not money be equally well spent in 
encouraging the apprentice system by which a vastly greater number of 
boys could learn trades nan would be possible through even a l.-.rgc num- 
ber of industrial schools?

tion of all educators and o£ parents who are anxious for the welfare of 
their children. The Massachusetts Industrial commission has 
presented 


some excellent ideas on ihc subject and some which it is to be hoped will bo j 
ultimately embodied in legislation to facilitate the learning of trades hy 
young men and to make more prnctio.il the educational system in our 
schools. 


There is a f|ues!ion whether the proposed trade school can be made a 


£ort of extension of the present school system or whether it will be separnic 
and distinct. It might be less expensive to have it under the direction of 
the school boards of cities and towns but this would entail the danger »f 
making the whole system unwieldy and the results correspondingly disap- 
pointing.
